G.S.R. 100.—In pursuance of sub-rule (2) of rule 49 and rule 139 of the 
Central Excise Rules, 1844, the Central Government hereby directs that the 
provisions relating to the removal of goods from one warehouse to another shall 
oxtend, subject to the conditions specified in paragraph 2, to furnace oil (here¬ 
inafter referred to as the said goods) to which the provisions of Chapter VII 
of the said rules have been extended by the notification of the Government of 
India in the Ministry of Finance (Revenue Division) No, CER-I39 (1)/56, dated 
the 9th June, 1956. 

2. The said goods shall be permitted to be removed without payment of duly 
only from the storage tanks at the refinery at Nunmati (Gauhati) of Messrs 
Indian Oil Corporation Limited (Refineries Division), licensed under rule 140 
of the said rules as whorehouses, to the storage tanks similarly licensed at the 
installation at Siliguri of Messrs Indian Oil Corporation Limited (Marketing 
Division), 
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
